N. Y¥.. October 7.—Miss 
Ruth Hildreth, daughter, of W. E. Hil- 
dreth, of New York city, was killed 
and her sister, Dorothy Hildreth, was 
perhaps fatally injured this afternoon 
in Hammendsport when Lincoln 
Beachey lost control of a 100 horse- 
power aeroplane and it swept a num- 
ber of spectators off a roof from which 
they were watching the exhibition. 

Ruth Hildreth fell upon an automo- 
bile. Her skull was fractured. Among 
those slightly hurt were Lieutenants 
Richardson and Bellinger, of the 
United States aviation corps, and 
Beachey. 

The accident 
of Lake Keuka, 


Rochester, 


occurred near the head 
where Beachey is said 
to have planned to execute a somer- 
gault in the air. A crowd had gather- 


ed for the exhibition. 
Beachey Dipped to Salute. 

To gain a good view the Misses Hil- 
dreth and the navy officers climbed to 
the top of a small building used as 
headquarters by naval aviators. 

Beachey recognized the party 
dipped his salute. They 
waved. The aeroplane went to the 
end of the field, turned and came back. 
When it was over the heads of the 
Hildreth party the machine was seen 
to dip. The aeroplane came so close 
to the party as to sweep all to the 
ground. The aeroplane careened 
wildly and plunged t@ the earth, un- 
seating the aviator and w recking the 
machine. 

Roth Girls Uncensctous. 

Ruth Hildreth was unconscious when 
spectators reached her and blood 
gushing from a gaping wound in her 
head. Her sister also was uncon- 
scious, but Lieutenants Bellinger and 
RichePraset were able to rise. Dorotny 
Hildreth sustained a broken arm and 
leg and may have internal injuries. 
Her condition is said to be critical. 
Lieutenants Bellinger and Richardson 
escaped with cuts and bruises that are 
not serious. Beachey sprained an arm 
and ankle. 

Beachey Lost Control. 

Beachey said that as he reached a 
point directly over the naval build- 
ing he momentarily iost control of 
his machine because his foot slinped 
from one of the controls. 

Ruth Hildreth was about twenty 
Vears old and her sister is about two 
years younger. For a number of years 
they had been visitors at Lake Kenka, 
where W. E. Hildreth has a summer 
home.

FANS SEE GIANTS 


BEATEN IN OPENER 


Giants Used Three Pitchers, 
But to No Avail—Bender, 
Cool and Crafty, Pitched 
the Entire Game.

New York, October 7.—Outhitting 
and outfielding the New York Giants in 
the opening game of the world’s series, 
the Philadelphia Athletics defeated the 
National league representatives at the 
Polo grounds this afternoon by a score 
of six runs to four. 

So complete was the supremacy of 
the American league champions in the 
initial contest that the victory appear- 
ed to be but a continuation of the se- 
ries of 1911, when the Athletics wor 
the title of that year from the Giants 
by four games out of six. As if to 
heighten the illustration there were 
several feature plays that might have 
been reproduced, so closely did they 
resemble these of twenty-four months 
ago. 

The game was witnessed by a gath- 
ering of spectators that taxed the ca- 
pacity of the New York club stadiim 
and swelled the coffers of those finan- 
cially interested to the extent of more 
than $75,000. 

The exact number of fans who paid 
admission to the stands was 36,291, and 
the day’s receipts amounted to $75,255. 
These tigures, as furnished by the na- 
tional commission, occasioned surprise, 
for the attendance fell short by more 
than 2,000 of that of the first game of 
1911, although so far as could be seen 
there appeared to be just as many per- 
sons present as was the case two years 
ago. 

Many Denied Admission. 

Certainly the scenes, both inside and 
outside the baseball arena, equaled 
those of any preceding world’s series, 
80 far as the gathering was concerned. 
Including th who witnessed the 
same in official capacity they crossed 
the 40,000 mark and fully half that 
number failed to gain access to the 
park. 

So great were the throngs that sur- 
rounded the Polo grounds that it was 
to call out the police re- 
serves and discontinue the elevated 
railroad service to the ground gates in 
order that the thousands might not be 
auf@mented and sweep beyond the con- 
trol of the police. 

Much as the local contingent of fan- 
dom was chagrined at the defeat of 
the Gilants, there was none who could 
Zainsay the right of the Athletics to 
the fruits of their victory in the open- 
ing clash of the 1913 championship. 
The Mackmen went about their task 
in a business-like manner, and before 
two hours had passed demonstrated 
that for the day at least theirs was 
the better team. 

They outbatted the Giants, 
both Marquard and Crandall from the 
mound with fusillades of long hits, 
Which quickly accounted for runs. In 
fielding, too, the standard-bearers of 
the ‘American leagne outshone the rep- 
resentatives of the older associatign. 

wach team gathered eleven hits fror m 
the delivery of the rival twirlers, but 
the Athletics’ drives were more time- 
ly and of greater length. The Giants 
gathered twelve bases from their 
eleven hits, while the Athletics’ total 
Was twenty. The breaks that occurred 
in the fielding tested the mettle of the 
Philadelphia club to a greater extent 
tnan that o fthe New York plavers, 
with few exceptions the Athletics’ 
Chances were harder than those offer- 
ed the Giants’ iniield and outfield. 

Shafer’s Costly Judzment. 

It was Centerfielder Shafer’s mis- 
judging of Schang’s drive to deep cen- 
ter that reaily paved the way for the 
Athletics’ victory. It was one of the 
few hard chances offered the Giants’ 
fielders during the game, and when 
Shafer failed to gauge the flight of the 
ball, the Athletics seized the opening 
and took the lead, never to be headed. 
The Giants started a rally in the fifth 
inning, Which netted three runs, but 
the Mackmen came back with another 
in the eighth, and clinched the vic- 
tory.

In no small town or city in Geor- 
gia would such conditions have 
been endured longer than two days. 
And yet our people are content to 
huddle together an average of more 
than 80 pupils in the: first four 
grades of our school and to permit 
such a condition to exist for five 
weeks. Headaches and kindred ills 
caused by the breathing of foul air 
have been every-day occurrences in 
the Highland school. 


What is the solution? A com- 
bined protest from the people of the 
city will be of much service. It 
seems, however, that the welfare of 
children will never be properly con- 
served until the suffrage is given to 
woman—the children’s true friend. 


But the present emergency ad- 
mits of no delay. The provisions 
now being made to meet the pres- 
ent demand are totally inadequate 
for next year. 

In addition to the absolute neces- 
sity of at least five new grammar 
school buildings and two new build- 
ings for negroes in order to prop- 
erly house the city’s children, we. 
‘are face to face with the problem 
of high school buildings. No city 
in our country of half Atlanta’s size 
is tolerating such make-shifts for 
buildings as our four high schools 
are now using. 

The slogan of Atlanta is “A Half- 
Million City.” Would it not be well 
for us to prove to the world that 
we are able and willing to care 
properly for the present school pop- 
ulation before inviting others to 
make our city their home?

Instead of “liberty, equality, 
and fraternity,” the soldiers substituted “in- 
fantry, cavalry, and artillery,” and the land 
became a waste. Still, not having learned the 
impossibility of building a marble structure 
out of mud bricks, she tried democracy, and 
the republic broke down on the return of 
Napoleon the Third.

Feudalism failed, the rule of the aristocratic 
few failed. Anarchy failed, Napoleon failed,

Cancer and Scarlet Fever.

Dr John B. Murphy, chief of staff of 
Mercy h ospital and a surgeon of world-wide 
reputation, returns to Chicago from the ses- 
sions in London of the International Congress 
of Medicine with the announcement of scien- 
tific discoveries in respect to cancer and scar- 
let fever that are of great importance to all 
mankind,

cancer probtem has so far 
science. This problem was 
easily the most important subject discussed 
at the congress. While the discovery relates 
to cancer in mice and has nothing to do with 
human beings except by analogy, it is sensa- 
tional in that cancer immunity has been ob- 
tained fo rthe first time on record. “This,” 
saves Dr. Murphy, “leads to great hope of the 
solution of the cancer problem in human 
beings.” 

That scarlet fever can be rendered non- 
contagious by the use of oll of eucalyptus as 
an unguent is the second discovery. While 
this discovery is possibly of less importance 
than the other, it is complete tIn itself, ready 
fer immediate use and witnin the reach of 
all. 

Scarlet fever is a dangerous disease,. both 
directly and indirectly. It frequently causes 
death and even more frequently leaves its 
victim to suffer permanent pnysical and even 
mental defects. It is exceedingly contagious 
and every case is a public danger. While it 
is believed to be of bacteria: origin, its germ 
has never been isolated. 

Qil of eucalyptus is a 
easily obtained and 


mild germicide, 
comparatively inexpen- 
sive. If its use is found. by experience to 
destroy the contagion of scarlet fever, the 
importance of the discovery 1s evident. For 
scarlet fever can thus be practically stamped 
out by prevention, and its epidemics, with 
their toll of human life and their dangerous 
after effects, will be a thing of the past. “An 
ounce of prevention is better than a pound 
of cure” will prove literally true in this case 

Medicine is not an exact science. as man - 
kind knows to its cost, but its scientific re- 
searches are adding vastly to man’s dominion 
over all created things.

The World’s Mysteries 


WHO DESIGNED OUR NATIONAL SEAL? 


Like so many things connected with the 
early history of our country, time and again 
an effort has been made to discover who 
designed our national seal or “© om whence 
its origin. The Great Seal of the United 
States, of which only the obverse was ever 
cut, was adopted by an act of congress of 
June 20, 1782. A seal in accordance -with 
this act was soon after cut in brass, and 
the earliest known impression therefrom is 
on a commission dated, September 16, 1782, 
giving General Washington full power to 
negotiate exchanges of prisoners. 

There is no record of the cutting of this 
seal and it is impossible to say by whom it 
was cut, but it was probably done in Phil- 
adelphia. In this seal the eagle was slim 
and very sketchily drawn, the shield was 
long and narrow and with a straight upper 
line, the olive branch was without fruits and 
the border was foliated. The seal remained 
in use for forty-nine years. 

The history of the seal is recorded in the 
journals of congress from the resolution of 
July 4, 1776. After the reading of the De- 
Claration of Independence, it is stated, that 
“Dr. Franklin, Mr. J. Adams and Mr. Jef- 
ferson be a committee to prepare a device 
for a seal of the United States of North 
America.” This committee first reported on 
August 10, 1776, e& very ornate design, but 
it was not accepted. Nothing further was 
done for several vears. On March 25, 1779, a 
new committee was appointed and their re- 
port, a few months later, was sent to a new 
committee. In 1782, William Barton submit- 
ted a design, which was also pronounced un- 
satisfactory. Then Charles Thomson, the 
secretary of congress, submitted a design, 
and later Barton presented one improving on 
Thomson's. 

Was it an Englishman who suggested the 
design? This question is asked, for the 
reason that in a letter written in 1818 by 
Thomas Barritt, an eminent antiquarian of 
Manchester, England, to his son in this coun- 
try, he said: “My friend, Sir John Prestwich 
Bart, told me he was the person whe sug- 
gested the idea of a coat of arms for the 


American states to Ambassador John Adams. 
which they have seen fit to put on their 
moneys.” 

Sir John Prestwich was a distinguished 
English antiquarian and a friend of the 
American revolution. He enjoyed an ac- 
quaintance with John Adams when the Iat- 
ter was on his foreign mission in 1779, and 
they conversed on the subject of the seal. 
It appears that Sir John made certain sug- 
gestions for a design. 

It cannot be found that Prestwich did 
more than make a few rambline sugges- 
tions which may Lave been submitted by 
Adams to Charles Thomson, who incorpora- 
ted them in his own and Barton's designs. 
Sir John, of course, knew nothing of the 
designs of Thomson and Barton, and his 
Statement of being its designer after the seal 
was adopted was made in ignorance of the 
fact that the essentials of his suggestion 
were already before congress. 

That Prestwich's suggestions influenced 
the final result even in the slightest degree 
possible, seems improbable. 

The different features of the seal had 
been in common use in America. 

In the North Carolina paper currency of 
1775 appears a bundle of thirteen arrows; in 
the Maryland currency of the same year a 
hand grasping an olive branch with thirteen 
leaves; on a fifty-dollar bill issued in 1778 is 
an unfinished pyramid with the motte “Per- 
énnis;’ in the Massachusetts copper penny 
of 1776 are thirteen stars, surrounding an 
eagle; the flag had the thirteen stripés, and 
so had the seal of the board of admiralty 
adopted May 4, 1780. So that the seal of 
the United States was a combination of all 
these, with no one particular person to be 
credited completely with their arranging, but 
the biggest share is probably to be given to 
Charles Thomson. 

The present seal now in use was recut 
in 1903 in Philadelphia by direction of John 
Hay, secretary of state, as the seal then be- 
ing use was becoming worn with age. The 
States, the design never having been mater- 
States the design never having been mater- 
ially changed from the cutting of the first 
great seal in 1782. 


STARTLING FIGURES ON 
THE POULTRY INDUSTRY 


BY MARTIN V. CALVIN, 

I question whether one hundred readers 
of The Constitution have anything ap- 
proaching a fair conception of the value of 
the poultry industry of the United States and 
of this state. Everybody Has a _ general 
knowledge of the fact that poultry abounds 
to some extent throughout the whole coun- 
try, but the balief is that the work is in the 
nature of an aside—-so comparatively insig- 
nificant that It can not be regarded as-‘an 
industry of the unfon or of the state. 

Poultry publications and poultry exhibi- 
tions have created the impression thut the 
work of poultry raising is accomplished by 
professionals. That is not the purpose of 
those publications and exhibitions—not at all; 
their object is to direct attention to the pos- 
sibilities of the work. 

It is, of course, conceded that on every 
farm there are a few chickens, turkeys, ducks, 
geesf' and guineas. The belief is that in the 
aggregate they do not amount to much. 

I remember that a few years ago I made 
inquiry of a man who traveled a portion of 
South Carolina, near the city of Augusta, 
buying chickens to bé sold in the city. He had 
in his wagon eighty chickens—fryers, broilers 
and hens. He informed me that it had taken 
him two days, traveling eight miles a day 
and going from farm to farm, to collect the 
chickens. His purchases ‘ranged in number 
from three to twelve birds. The territory he 
traveled was comparatively thickly settled. 

This will give you an idea as to the seem- 
ing scarcity of poultry on the farms. This 
is the basis of the general belief as to the 
insignificance of poultry raising as an in- 
dustry. 

And yet itis a fact that 95 per cent of the 
poultry and poultry products of the United 
States are to be found on farms. 

The poultry industry is, without exag- 
geration, at once a surprise, and, in a large 
measure, the hope of the country‘ and the 
State. 

Take the country at hkrge, 
the results developed in 1912. 

The value of poultry and poultry products, 
on farms that year, in the United States, 
amounted to the princely sum of $570,000,000.

Poultry raising is certainly entitled to be 
proclaimed to be “an infant industry.”

Mr. J. H. McHargue, of Crosland, has 
raised six crops on one acre of land this 
year, and all of the crops: were good ones. 

He first s&wed the acre in oats, which 
were harvested in the spring, and the land 
was planted in corn. The corn rows were 
7 feet apart, and between each row of corn 
he planted a row of cotton. The corn has 
been gathered, and the yield was sixty 
bushels. He has already picked 600 pounds 
of cotton, and thinks he is certain to get a 
bale. 

Sixty bushels of corn and a bale of cotton 
to the acre after a crop of oats is pretty 
good, but Mr. McHargue has three more 
crops coming to him. When the land was 
plowed last, he planted groundpeas, and 
they promise a good yield. The acre is near 
his house, and Mr. McHargue’s turkeys and 
chickens have grazed on it, and he has a fine 
crop of them almost ripe. 

A crop of oats, a crop of corn, a crop 
of cotton, a crop of peanuts, a crop of 
chickens and a crop of turkeys from the 
same land is what he considers growing 
some crops on south Georgia soil.

President Haden, of State Cham- 
ber, to Look Into Feasibility 
of Raising Fund. 


Charles J. Haden, of the 
Chamber of Commerce, Las 
received a letter from George Hough 
Perry, division director of the Panama 
exposition, with reference to a Geor- 
Sia building at the big fair to be held 
in San Francisco in 1915. In his letter 
Mr. Perry says:

WOODWARD WINS TILT 
WITH THE PARK BOARD 


Blocks Erection of $10,000 Re- 
freshment Stand That Carried 
Moral Obligation. 


That $10,000 refreshment stand 
which the park board planned to erect 
at Grant park will not be erected this 
yeur. 

Mayor Woodward went before the 
park board Tuesday afternoon and in- 
formed the board that he had been 
notified that it was intended to start 
work on the refreshment stand this 
year and apply $2,500 of the fund on 
hand this year for the purpose and 
carry over $8,000 to be paid on the 
project next year. 

“It’s against the law,” he informed 
the board. “You have got to spend 
only $2,500 on the stand or wait until 
next year and spend the entire $10,000 
on it.” 

Mayor Is Riled. 

The board did not relish the mayor's 
attitude and President J. QO. Cochran 
curtly informed — his honor that the 
board would do as it saw fit, or words 
to that effect. The mayor repiied with 
considerable heat: 

“You'll follow the law or I'll notify 
the contractors who bid on the work 
that not a cent will 1 pay or authorize 

o be paid. It’s a moral obligation 

nd it can’t be done.” 

And the board followed the law, re- 
jJecting all the bids offered --en.. the 
work. On another motion it was voted 
to spend the $2,500 in the building ofa 
public comfort station in Grant park.
